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The Thymocentric Personality 

This week’s article is written 
primarily for you questioning 
males who are wondering 
whether or not your one-and- 
only is a thymus dominant.

To what extent that sha- 
dow spreads depends upon the 
strength of the other glands of 
internal secretion, their ability 
to compensate or stay inhibited.

If so, she. jis 
thymocentric. She is the irre- 
sponsible and childlike type. 
However, she is really a high- 
brow, and the society matron of 
today, who is usually a pituitary, 
is a lowbrow; but I cast. no hor- 
rid insinuations, for this is meant 
in a purely physical sense only.

When the persistence is too 
great, a number of other features 
become prominent to make the 
extraordinary individual react to 
life’s problems in an extraordin- 
ary manner.
